Kditor-in  Chief  Lindsey  and  his  Board  now 
see  their  work  drawing  to  a close,  the  chief 
thing  remaining  being  the  sale  of  the  books, 
which,  of  course,  depends  upon  the  college  at 
large,  and  to  them  we  leave  it  to  be  decided 
whether  this  year’s  annual  shall  be  a financial 
success.  May  the  decision  be  an  overwhelm- 
ing affirmative. 

GREAT  deal  has  been  said  latel}- 
^ about  Lehigh  college  spirit,  the  opinion 
seeming  to  be  that  it  was  conspicuous  by  its 
absence.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  case, 
we  feel  sure  that  nobody  could  have  witnessed 
the  base-ball  celebration  in  honor  of  the  home 
coming  of  the  team  from  the  southern  trip  last 
w^eek  and  then  have  given  this  verdict.  The 
sight  of  four-fifths  of  the  Lehigh  undergradu- 
ates parading  the  streets  and  giving  yell  after 
yell  amid  the  explosion  of  fire-works  and 
pistols  certainly  doesn’t  give  one  the  impres- 
sion of  a very  indifferent  and  luke-warm  body 
of  students.  We  venture  to  prophesy  that 
due  recognition  will  always  be  given  at  home 
to  victorious  Lehigh  teams. 


HEN  spring  athletics  began  this 
year,  it  was  indeed  pleasant  to  go 
out  on  the  field  at  regular  practice  hours  and 
see  the  number  of  men  w’ho  w'ere  w'orking 
hard  and  conscientiously  for  positions  on  the 
different  teams. 

This  w'ork  is  already  noticeable  in  the  base- 
ball team,  which  made  a most  enviable  record 
on  its  southern  trip,  and  for  whose  success  our 
most  efficient  coach,  Bannon,  deserves  a great 
deal  of  credit. 

In  Lacrosse  the  men  are  taking  considerable 
interest,  but  yet  there  seems  to  be  a little 


laxity  among  some  who  came  out  at  first,  as 
well  as  a few'  of  last  year’s  ’Varsity  team. 
There  is  material  in  college  to  turn  out  another 
championship  team  if  the  men  would  only 
look  to  it  to  have  a full  scrub. 

On  the  track  we  are  doing  more  this  year 
than  for  some  time  past. 

The  student-body  deserv'es  a great  deal  of 
credit  for  the  w'ay  they  are  supporting  the  teams, 
and  it  now  looks  as  though  the  “good  old 
Lehigh  spirit,’’  which  has  been  dormant  for  a 
few  years,  is  on  the  eve  of  springing  forth  in 
all  its  fullness.  May  it  come  to  stay. 

^ I "'‘HE  difference  betw'een  the  scores  in 
the  Pennsylvania  game  does  not,  at  first 
sight,  seem  to  be  e.xactly  in  keeping  with  the 
excellent  record  made  by  the  team  on  its 
southern  trip.  But  w'hatever  disappointment 
may  be  felt  in  the  result  of  the  game,  there 
can  be  not  a shadow  of  a disappointment  in 
the  work  of  the  team.  All  w'ho  saw  it  will 
remember  the  game  as  one  in  which  Lehigh 
showed  that  she  could  play  ball  in  victory  or  in 
defeat. 

One  thing  must  not  be  overlooked.  The 
game  with  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  w’as 
the  only  one,  up  to  this  time,  in  which  White 
has  been  required  to  do  his  owm  base  running. 
It  should  be  remembered,  too,  that  it  was  not 
until  the  sixth  inning  that  the  \dsiting  team 
found  it  necessary  to  do  as  they  did  or  take  a 
defeat.  Their  action  w'as  unsportsmanlike.  If 
the  insistance  had  been  made  in  the  first  place 
at  the  beginning  of  the  game,  it  would  not 
have  been  so  bad,  but  being  allowed  then,  it 
should  have  been  adhered  to.  By  abandoning 
their  first  position  they  admitted  defeat,  and 
said  most  delicately,  “ Lehigh,  your  team  is 
better  than  ours.’’ 

What  must  have  been  White’s  feelings 
when  he  stood  up  before  their  pitcher  ? To 
know'  that  there  was  only  the  slightest  chance 
of  his  getting  to  first  base.  But  w'hatever  his 
feelings  were,  we  all  remember  the  hit  w'hich 
took  him  to  first  in  spite  of  the  chances  against 
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him.  He  richly  deserved  the  roar  of  applause 
which  came  from  the  bleachers. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Radcliff,  Pennsyl- 
vania’s catcher,  met  a severe  accident  on  third 
base. 

The  game  seems  to  have  been  a peculiarly 
unlucky  one  for  the  players.  Fugitt  was 
badly  hurt  by  running  into  a tree  near  the 
fence  while  catching  a fly.  Just  why  those

scrawny  specimens  are  permitted  to  o net 
the  outfield  no  one  knows.  The  accident  on 
Saturday  was  only  a repetition  of  a similar  one 
in  the  past. 

The  support  from  the  bleachers  was  v^ery 
good,  and  if  the  attendance  at  the  other  big 
games  on  our  grounds  is  as  good  as  at  this 
game  the  team  will  have  a successful  season 
financially  as  well  as  athletically. 


THE  ’NINETY-EIGHT  EPITOME. 


IN  a short  time  the  result  of  the  labors  of 
the  ’Ninety-eight  Epitome  Board  will  be 
submitted  to  the  college  for  inspection.  De- 
siring to  publish  as  handsome  an  annual  as 
pos.=ible,  the  Board  has  expended  more  money 
than  has  ever  been  spent  on  any  of  the  former 
Epitomes.  The  contract  for  the  publishing  of 
the  book,  as  well  as  all  the  half-tone  work,  was 
given  to  one  of  the  most  expensive  firms  in 
New  York.  Besides  the  Lehigh  Epitome,  this 
firm  publishes  this  year  the  annuals  of  the 
University  of  Virginia,  Cornell,  Yale,  and 
several  other  colleges  and  univ'ersities. 

In  the  expenditure  of  such  a large  sum  of 
money  the  members  of  the  Board  felt  confident 
that  the  Lehigh  students  would  appreciate 
their  efforts  to  have  as  handsome  an  annual  as 
any  college  in  the  country  and  would  heartily 
support  them  by  purchasing  a large  number  of 
books.  The  artistic  work  will  be  far  better 
than  that  of  the  former  Epitomes.  A member 
of  the  publishing  firm  said  that  he  considered 
it  the  finest  they  had  ever  received  for  any  of 
the  college  annuals  they  had  published. 


Half-tones  of  Dashiell  and  McClung,  Le- 
high’s old  foot-ball  and  base-ball  heroes,  and 
of  the  captains  of  our  three  teams  last  year, 
and  also  of  “ Chimmie,”  the  college  mascot, 
will  be  found  in  this  year’s  book.  Besides 
these  the  Epitome  will  have  views  of  all  the 
important  university  buildings  that  will  add 
much  to  its  permanent  v'alue. 

The  literary  part  of  the  Epitome  consists  of 
short  college  stories  and  verse,  besides  the 
gags  and  quotations.  The  arrangement  of  the 
matter  in  the  book  is  very  different  from  the 
order  in  the  old  volumes.  All  the  advertise- 
ments have  been  placed  in  the  back  and  sev- 
eral other  changes  have  been  made  which  we 
think  will  add  to  its  appearance. 

The  cover  will  be  a very  handsome  variety 
of  buckram  stamped  in  gold  with  a very 
artistic  design. 

The  consignment  of  Epitomes  will  be  received 
from  the  publishers  some  time  during  the  first 
week  in  May.  They  will  be  for  sale  on  the 
campus  and  also  at  all  the  principal  book- 
stores in  the  Bethlehems. 
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THE  SOUTHERN  TRIP. 


T seven-twenty  A.M.,  on  Wednesday, 
^ ^ April  15,  Coach  Bannon,  Manager 
White  and  the  team  left  South  Bethlehem,  and 
arrived  at  Washington  early  the  same  after- 
noon. After  lunch  at  the  Ebbitt  House  we 
left  at  three-thirty  for  Georgetown  Field, 
where  the  first  game  of  the  trip  was  to  be 
played  with  Georgetown  University.  At  four 
o’clock  the  game  was  called  in  the  presence 
of  a small  but  very  enthusiastic  crowd  of 
spectators.  Several  old  Lehigh  men  were 
present  and  supported  the  team  throughout  the 
game  in  a manner  which  showed  that  their 
affection  for  the  Brown  and  White  was  as 
warm  as  ev^er. 

Senior  was  in  the  box  for  Lehigh,  and 
proved  very  effectiv^e.  During  the  sixth  in- 
ning a shower  came  up,  and  play  had  to  be 
stopped  for  about  fifteen  minutes.  The  score 
was  now  three  to  nothing  in  our  favor,  not  one 
hit  having  been  made  off  Senior.  Play 
was  resumed  with  Georgetown  at  the  bat. 
Owing  to  the  field  and  the  ball  being  wet. 
Senior  was  obliged  to  slow  up  with  his  pitch- 
ing and  put  the  ball  directly  over  the  plate, 
consequently  our  opponents  were  allowed  to 
score  one  run.  However,  Lehigh  soon  settled 
down  and  played  once  more  with  her  accus- 
tomed snap.  In  the  ninth  Georgetown 
secured  another  run,  which  was  due  to  a par- 
donable error  on  our  part.  With  the  score  two 
to  three  in  favor  of  Lehigh  the  game  ended, 
and  we  returned  to  the  Ebbitt  House  with  the 
satisfaction  of  having  defeated  one  of  the 
strongest  college  teams  in  the  Ea.st. 

The  next  day,  Thursday,  at  half-past  eight 
in  the  morning,  we  left  Washington  for  Char- 
lottesville, Va.,  where  the  second  game  of  the 
trip  was  to  be  played  with  the  University  of 
Virginia.  We  arrived  at  elev'^en-thirty,  and, 
after  a light  lunch  and  a couple  hours  of  rest,  we 
proceeded  to  the  field.  The  game  opened  up 
at  four  with  White  in  the  box.  Lehigh  took 
the  lead  at  the  start  and  held  it  throughout. 
Virginia’s  two  best  pitchers  were  hit  hard, 


while  White  seemed  invincible.  The  game 
ended  up  with  a score  of  eight  to  three  in 
Lehigh’s  favor. 

We  returned  to  the  hotel  and,  having  retired 
early,  slept  until  one  A.M.,  Friday  morning, 
when  we  were  obliged  to  get  up  in  order  to 
catch  the  train  for  Greensboro,  N.C.  Through 
some  stupid  blunder  of  the  railroad  employees 
no  berths  were  reserved  for  us,  and  we  were 
compelled  to  ride  in  a day  coach  from  one  to 
sev^en-thirty  Friday  morning.  Immediately  on 
arrival  the  team  retired  to"  their  rooms  and 
rested  till  the  time  for  our  game  with  the 
Wake  Forest  College  team. 

P'or  the  first  time  during  the  trip  the  team 
showed  lack  of  vigor.  Barager  started  to 
pitch  for  Lehigh,  but  was  given  poor  support, 
and  in  the  fourth  inning  was  replaced  by 
White.  The  playing  now  began  to  pick  up, 
and  Wake  Forest,  having  previously  scored 
one  run,  was  held  down  for  the  rest  of  the 
game.  The  team  showed  up  poorer  at  the 
bat  and  on  bases  than  in  the  field.  Our 
hitting,  however,  gave  us  the  game  at  a score 
of  three  to  one. 

Coach  Bannon  left  us  that  evening,  to  fulfill 
an  engagement  with  the  Kansas  City  team, 
and,  in  return  for  the  hearty  send-off  with 
which  w^e  honored  him,  he  gave  us  some  very 
valuable  advice. 

Early  the  next  morning  we  left  for  Chapel 
Hill,  where  we  were  booked  to  play  the  first 
game  with  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 
On  our  arrival  we  were  driven  to  the  hotel 
and  after  dinner  proceeded  to  the  grounds. 
At  two-fifteen  the  game  was  called  in  order  to 
allowthe  teams  to  leaveon  the  five  o’clock  train. 
Senior,  who  twirled  the  ball,  shut  North  Caro- 
lina out  for  two  innings,  but,  unfortunately, 
was  compelled  to  give  place  to  White,  on 
account  of  an  injured  arm.  White,  having 
pitched  the  two  previous  games,  was,  of 
course,  in  no  condition  for  a third,  so  to  save 
him  E.  Grace  was  put  in,  who,  for  a novice, 
pitched  a fair  game.  When  time  was  called, 
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in  order  to  allow  the  teams  to  catch  the  five 
o’clock  train  for  Winston  Salem,  the  score 
stood  eight  all. 

The  second  game  with  the  North  Carolina 
boys  was  played  on  Easter  Monday,  before 
a very  large  crowd  of  spectators.  Senior 
pitched,  and  for  the  first  five  innings  the 
Southerners  were  unable  to  score.  Lehigh, 
however,  began  with  the  first  inning  and  held 
the  lead  all  the  way  through.  The  game 
ended  seven  to  four  in  our  favor.  We  took 
the  evening  train  for  Washington,  arriving 
there  next  morning. 

Our  last  game  was  played  with  the  Ameri- 
can Catholic  University,  at  the  National 
Park,  Washington.  This  game  turned  out  a 
victory  for  us  at  the  rate  of  ten  to  seven. 
White  pitched  his  usual  good  game. 


We  left  for  home  late  that  night  and  reached 
South  Bethlehem  on  Wednesday  morning. 
Thus  ended  the  most  successful  trip  that  a 
Lehigh  base-ball  team  has  ever  taken. 

The  trip  was  also  a financial  success,  as  the 
team  made  its  expenses,  and  Manager  White 
deserves  great  credit  for  the  way  in  which  he 
conducted  the  trip.  The  pitchers  were  some- 
what over-worked,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
a few  days  of  rest  will  put  them  in  good 
shape. 

Throughout  our  whole  trip  we  were  treated 
with  the  utmost  hospitality  by  the  home 
teams  and  towns-people,  who  threw  open  their 
clubs  to  us,  and  did  all  in  their  power  to  make 
us  feel  at  home.
